The second poi t, sitiiiitod iu tho 
same diroction, is oval, twieo as lar;^o 
as tho'fornior, aud is similarly protect- 
ed by'uirieiit moles lift ecu lo twenty 
foot thick. This latter port sooius to 
have boon the broad port.na it was 
called, whereas tlie smaller one was. 
the secret port mentioned by Pos'usa 
niaS.
